THE contest now going on be- 
tween the Order of Railway Tele- 
grap ers aud fhe Southern Pacific 
Compauy, says the San Jose Mer- 
cury, will once more bring to the 
public mind the serious problems 
of labor and capital that pow press 
upon the world for solution. 
Once more, too, will it be made 
evident that iu theincessant strug- 
gie between the rival forces the 
great middle class is to be grouued 
impartially between the uj-per and 
the neither mill-stene. If an dis- 
srrangemenit of the Southern Pac- 
ific system is caused by the strike, 
the publie will suffer more than 
the railway officials or the strickers. 
If freight trains are delayed in the 
Christmas scason the loss to mer- 
chants dealing in holiday goods is 
Hable to be enormous, amounting 
in some instances, probably, to al- 
most the whole value of the goods, 
fur many of them will depend for 
sheir sale upow the timeliness with 
which they are placed upon the 
market. Even more grave to the 
general public will be the c use- 
quences of running passenger 
trains without campetent 
graph men to act as train-dispatch- 
ers at every station. Our present 
railway system is in tact almost 
absuluteiy dependent on telegraph- 
ers. Without its aid it will be al- 
most impossible to prevent acci- 
dents along a single track over 
which express t:ains, local trains, 
freight trains aod often construc- 
tion trains are passing up aud down 
continually, and it goes without 
saying that if accidents do occur 
it is not the railway officials that 
will be hurt, These probable ef- 
fects of the strike will concern the 
public generally, much more than 
the question iu dispute between 
the two contestants}, The people 
wish a regular, speedy and safe 
railway service, and cannot regard 
with indifference any dispute that 
threatens to reuder that serVice 
defiicient in any way. How this 
contest will terminate matters yery 
little to the commuaity at large. 
Its real importance lies in the fact 
that it compels men to begin con- 
sidering once more how these in- 
cessent industrial disturbances 
may be prevented. The remedy 
will not be found to-day nor to- 
morrow, but it will be found 
sooner or later, aud all the sooner 
by reason of the evils inflicted up- 
on business and society generally 
by just such contests as that which 
is going on now.

VAGARIES OF LIGHTNING. 


An Interesting Theory on Atmospheric 
Electricity. 

Apropos of the fact that a heavy 
downpour of rain usually follows the 
discharge of lightning, says W. N. Jen- 
nings, m Electrieity, the experience of 
another observer is of interest. During 
a recent conversation with Prof. Samnuei 
A. King, the well-known aeronaut, 
upon the subject of atmospheric elec- 
tricity, he furnished a reason for this 
occurrence, stating that he has often 
observed from the car of a balloon the 
progress of a thunderstorm immediate- 
ly beneath him. From a portion of a 
cloud bank covering a large portion of 
the heavens a band of flame shot out in 
the direction of an isolated cloud, some 
distance away, which immediately lost 
its cloud form and fell earthward asa 
volume of rain. The professor is of the 
opinion that as soon as the isolated 
cloud gives up its electricity it releases 
a tension which holds the molecules of 
matter apart and precipitation in the 
form of rain is the result. Perhaps, 
then, thunder is due to the explosion of 
oxygen and hydrogen forming rain, and 
its subsequent echo in space.

Gents High and Luxuries of All Kinds 
Very Expensive—A Rich Ficid 
for American Enter- * 
prise.

was asked of a young American den 
who was ptacticing his profession in the 
city of San Luis Potosi; by a City of 
Mexico ut ot the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. This a eity of about 
one hundred thousand people. It lies 
iu the north central part of Mexico and 
is im-@ rich farming country. The 
young dentist lives very nicely) Like 
lt of hie kind in Mexico be is making 
aoney, and he is saving enough to 
akte him rich within the next ten or 
iifteen years. Said he: “I keep a close 
uwceount of my expenses, and I figure it 
costs me just about one hundred and 
seventeen dollars a month. My, living 
costs me for table expenses two dollars 
a day, or sixty dollars a month. I pay 
twenty-five dollars a month for my 
house and I have three servants, who 
average four dollars a month apiece. I 


sot very well. Here every respectable 
‘ellow has to have a cook, a man, and 
a chambermaid. The cook won't go 
do dutside the kitchen, and you have 
some. trouble making the chamber- 
maid. wait upon the table. My 
boy tends to the front 
water the street in front of my 
hous, and runs myerrar?. He sleeps 


in front of the door at night, and does 


the most of my marketing. In addition 
to the wages of the servants I have to 
give them so much a day for food. Each 
of them expects six cents every morning 
for tortillas, or the corn cake# which 
constitute the bread of the common 
people. They claim that they don't like 
may food, but I have a sneaking idea 
mat they steal it all the same. Then 
every week 1 have to give six certs 
extra to them for soap. This is the 
custom; and they want the money and 
not the soap. I once bought twenty- 
five pounds of soap and tried to dole it 
mt to them, but they wouldn't take it. 
Then, in addition to this, I have my 
washing and ironing. This is never done 
in the house in Mexieo. There are pub- 
lic washenwomesa, who pound and raub 
the clothes to pieces after wetting them 
with cold water, which they get from 
the public tanks or ditches. They 
wear out the clothes in one-third the 
time that they would be destroyed by 
the Chinese laundry, and I pay them 
five dollars a month for doing it. My 


butter costs me seventy-five cents a 


pound, my milk seventeen cents a day, 
and I pay about six cents a day on the 
average for charcoal. All the cooking 
in Mexico is done with charcoal, and 
there is not a cooking stove ina Mexi- 
can family the country over. Mexican 
houses have no chimneys, and our cook- 
ing utensils are all made of clay.” 

„How about incidental expenses?” 
asked. 

They are very high,” was the reply. 
“Money slips away here faster than 
you would think, and I would like to 
ive you some of the items.“ 

Rents are hich and luxuries are very 
expensive. Everything that is import- 
ed is high, and a great chance for 
moncy-making is forthe Amcriean to 
ro to Mexico, study the needs of the 
»ecople, and start factories there for 
making the articles that are now 80 
highly protected bv the tariff. Take 
the matter of nails, for instance. They 
sost from sixtcen to twenty-five cents 
pound. and they are so expensive that 


I 


a great part of the building of Mexico’ 


is done with ropes instead of nails. 
Here in. Mexico city, within a stone's 
throw of the Iturbide hotel, an im- 
mense building is being crected, The 
scaffolding about his building is tied-to- 
gether with ropes,and the rafters being 
spliced in this way.

Mabulous Sums Wen by Some Old-Time 
“Plungers.” --

In 1843 the owner 
of the Derby favorite backed“ him 
publicly to win £750,000, besides the 
amount of his private bets. The ring 
of “bookmakers” paid to one cirele of 
bettors a million dollars when Lec- 
turer won the Cesarewitch. The owner 
of more than one Derby winner col- 
lected $500,000 on the next settling day, 
and in several other years would have 
pocketed a million if their colts had 
been ‘‘first past the post.” Most 
men who ‘now have the money 
and the “nerve” to make, sych enor- 
mous bets have given up horse 
racing in favor of a game which has 
still higher possibilities, and instead of 
wagering $500,000 on a horse and call- 
ing it- gambling; they deposit the same 
amount as margin“ in a stock specula- 
tion and call it business. Although in- 
dividtals do not lay such heavy wagers 
as were sometimes made by the plung- 
ers” of od. mueh more money is wagered 
now. thah was riskéd fifty years ago. 
The difference is, that while then one 
man bet $100,000, now ten men each bet 
$20,000, and the total amount wagered 
is doubled. Of single bets made on 
American horse races the following in- 
stances are taken from the records: 
Haughton bet Walton 814,000 to $1,000 
against Girofle; Haughton bet Kelly 
$20,000 to $5,000 against Henlopen; Ap- 
pleby & Johnson bet P. Lorillard $11,000 
to $10,000 against Pizarro and $25,000 to 
$5,000 against Leo in the same race. In 
each of these cases it is probable that 
the owners risked ten times these 
amounts on each of the races, as the 
bets above stated were only made with 
one bookmaker.
